It is time to think about stor­ 
ing cotton planting seed for an­ 
other year says County Agent, 
Kirby Clayton. Stored Cotton­ 
seed occasionally becomes 
in­ 
fested with stored grain {jests 
and ruin the germination. In­ 
sects are m re likely to become 
a problem if a large percentage 
of the seed are cracked and if 
stored in bins which harbor in­ 
sects at the time of storage. 
Cottonseed should be stored on­ 
ly in bins that have been clean­ 
ed thoroughly of waste m ater­ 
ial such as cld grain, 
trash, 
feed sacks and other deed or 
iebris that furnish living quar- 
‘ers for insects. Sometimes it 
s necessary to “sweep down" 
he ceiling and walls and clean 
he floor 
to 
remove 
hidden 
I waste. It is a good practice to 
| cover 
cracks 
with 
builder’s 
I molding to eliminate seed col­ 
lecting in them. W aste grain,
